Rims are removed from the in- 
coming freight cars at the plant 
and attached te hocks on the 
chain, when they begin a trip 
that lasts ninety-five minates, 
traveling at the rate of twenty feet 
per minute. When they reach the 
end of the manufacturing cycle, 
they have been washed in alkali, 
rinsed, pickled in sulphuric acid, 
rinsed again, reactivated, Parker- 
ized, rinsed for a third time, 
dipped in enamel and baked in an 
even. As they emerge from the 
last process, they are lifted from

At the present rate of manufac- 
ture 1.260 completed rims are com- 
pleted every hour and part of the 
time the plant is on a twenty-four 
hour schedule.

Among other unusual features of 
the installation are the facts that 
only 8,000 square feet of floor space 
are required for the operation and 
that only about nine-tenths of a 
horse power is required to keep the 
apparatus and its load moving. A 
full load of rims weighs about 22.000 
pounds and the chain and carriers 
weigh about 19,000 more. so that 
the small horse power required is 
extraordinary. Careful design and 
efficient iubrication are the answer 

In practice, Mr. Phillips says, the 
finish of baked enamel] is found to 
stand up under test extremely well 
In the language of the engineer. the 
enamel is given a “tooth.” that is 
the process has the effect of pro- 
ducing microscopic under-cuts in 
the surface of the metal. comparable 
to the preparation on human teeth 
for fillings. This results in a par- 
ticularly close bond between the 
enamel and the metal. Careful clean- 
ing is an essential and the Parker- 
izing process, Mr. Phillips reports 
gives excellent results.

Offers Insurance 
Service at Cost 


Boston, Dec. 24.—A _ bill has 
been introduced in the Massachu- 
setts Legislature for automobile 
liability insurance on a “service 
at cost” plan, through the forma- 


tion of the Massachusetts State 
Automobile Insurance Company, 
which will be created if the bill 
is passed. 

This company would be managed 
by a board of five trustees ap- 
pointed by the governor for terms 
of ten years. Rates would be fixed 
by a board consisting of the insur- 
ance commissioner, the registrar of 
motor vehicles and an assistant at- 
torney-general. Rates would be the 
same throughout the state, with a 
statutory limitation on their 
amount On the basis of horse 
power, passenger cars would be in- 
sured for $10 to $25. trucks $50 to 
$100 and taxicabs $100 to $200. 

Insurance would be issued at the 
same time the vehicle is registered 
by the registrar of motor vehicles 
and would include personal liabil- 
ity. fire and theft coverage. 

Representative Mertin Hayes, 
sponsor for the bill, claims that 
policyholders would have at least 
20 per cent. and possibly as high as 
50 per cent. of the rates now in 
force This would come through 
savings on commissions, dividends 
taxes, printing and overhead, in- 
cluding salaries. Car owners would 
not be compelled to patronize this 
company if they preferred to do 
business with approved private 
companies

AVERAGES JUMP 
IN BUYING WAVE 


Goodyear,Goodrich and 
Firestone Make Big 
Gains in Week

EW YORK, Dec. 24.—In 
the week before Christ- 
mas automotive stocks moved 
upward all through the list, 
bringing holiday joy to auto- 
motive stockholders. 

And what was most encouraging 
was the fact that these stocks closed 
thes week in a buoyant mood while 
most of the New York Stock Ex- 
change and Curb Market list sagged 
under holiday realizing 

Optimistic statements from execu- 
tives. including one from President 
Alfred P. Sloan of General Motors. 
probably had as much to do with 
the upward swing of the automotives 
as anything else. The November 
production figures and the Decem- 
ber estimate, both highly favorable 
to the industry, were also a factor 

For the second consecutive week 
the stocks of tire manufacturers set 
the pace for the automotives. The 
gain of 6.21 points in average price 


by this group in the past week was| 


the largest gain made in any sS:-ngie 
week by any group in all the year 
1928. So it is that the tire secur- 
ties that started the year weak are 
finishing strong 

This gain makes a total net 
gain of 8.80 points in two weeks 
for the rubber group and places 
the average price above 60 for the 
first time this year. It also puts 
the tire stock average above the 
passenger car average and the 60 
automotives for the first time. 
What this means may be better 
realized when it is pointed out 
that only a few weeks ago the 
passenger car average was running 
four and five points ahead of vhe 
rubbers. The same thing was true 
of the sixty automotives. 

While the sudden jump in rubbers 
was participated in by nearly al] the 
tire stocks, spectacular gains by 
Goodyear. Goodrich and Firestone 
had the greatest influence on the 
averages. Goodyear went to 121 on 
Saturday for a new high for the 
year and closed at 120 for a gain 
of 8’. points in the two hours’ trad- 
ing. The gain for the week in this 
issue was 16%. Goodrich gained $ 
in the week and Firestone, on the 
New York Curb Market, advanced 
33 points to close at 231

In the week ended December 8, in 
which occurred the most serious 
break of the year in stock market 
prices, the rubber group fell off 3.23 
points to 53.32. But so great- and 
rapid has been the recovery of this 
group that the present average is 
more than six points above what it 
was before the break came. 

Other automotive groups have 
also made good recoveries since the 
slump. The passenger car average 
stood at 60.56 before it came and 
it now stands at exactly one point 
below that figure.
